HOW TO USE TYPE 32 FILM 


with Polaroid Land cameras, Models 80, 80A, 80B. DO NOT 
use Type 32 film in the Model J33 or the Swinger. 

Polaroid PolaPan Type 32 Land film is a fast panchromatic 
film that produces black and white prints with a wide range of 
tonal values. It is ideal for outdoor daylight pictures and indoor 
flash shots. 

SPEED: 400 (ASA equivalent). PRINT SIZE: 2% x 3% in. (6.3 x 
8.3.cm.). 8 exposures. 

LOADING AND TAB PULLING: Load the camera indoors or in 
the shade. 'To avoid light leaks through the tab slot, pull the tab in 
your own shadow. DON’T hold the cutter bar up while pulling 
the tab; let it rest on the paper as you pull the tab, 

OUTDOOR DAYLIGHT PICTURES: For best results shoot with the 
sunlight coming over your shoulder and move in close to the 
subject. Use a Polaroid exposure meter, preferably the #628. 
Meter settings: Turn the film speed dial to the 400 mark. (Set 
PR-23 meters to the 200 mark, take a reading with the meter, and 
set the shutter one number higher than indicated by the meter.) 
If you have no meter: Use the chart below as an exposure guide. 
The red numbers are for use with Model 80A and 80B cameras. Use 
the black numbers with the Model 80.

Setting the camera: Set the camera’s shutter to the number indi- 
cated by the meter or the exposure guide. Always set it exactly on a 
number, never between numbers. 

To correct the exposure: If the picture is too light, use a higher 
number; if it’s too dark, use a lower number. 


INDOOR PICTURES, DAY OR NIGHT: For best results use bounce 
flash. Under some conditions direct flash may be necessary. Use 
the bounce flash and direct flash guides below. 


Bounce flash with all models: The flash is aimed up at a white 
ceiling. The soft even light is flattering and it’s easy to get correct 
exposure. However, don’t try bounce flash if your ceilings are 
dark, obstructed, or over 12 ft. high. Exposures will vary somewhat 
depending on the size of the room, color of the walls, height of the 
ceiling, and lightness or darkness of the subject. You need bounce 
flash bracket #292. See your dealer. 


Direct flash with all models: The flash is aimed straight ahead of 
the camera. It is most important to determine accurately the dis- 
tance in feet from the flashgun to the subject; then use the shutter 
setting for that distance given in the table. For close subjects 
(3'%4-4 ft.) place the white plastic diffuser over the flashgun shield.

BOUNCE FLASH 


With photoflood lighting: Set your exposure meter to the 200 mark. 
(Set PR-22 meters to the ‘‘B” scale.) Use a tripod. 


DEVELOPMENT TIME: Temperature affects 
development time. At 70°F (21°C) or above, 
normal development time is 15 seconds. 
Below 70°F develop for a longer period of 
time, as shown in the chart at right. 

Pictures that are not developed for a long 
enough time will have a muddy, gray look. 
In case of doubt, it is better to overdevelop 
slightly than to underdevelop.

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TO MAKE PRINTS PERMANENT: Coat cach print as soon as it is | 

convenient to do so — within 2 hours, if possible. Before coating, | 

remove the curl by drawing the print face up over a table or camera | 

edge, as shown. Hold the print by one edge and cover it with | 
6-8 overlapping strokes. Be sure to cover all edges and corners. 

If the coater seems dry for the last 2 or 3 prints, release extra | 

liquid by pressing the coater down on the tab end of the print; | 

then spread the liquid over the picture. Prints coated as directed | 

and stored in Polaroid Print Albums will last as long as or longer | 

than conventionally processed prints. DO NOT use ordinary | 

picture albums, paste, glue or corner mounts. | 
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CAUTION: This process uses a caustic jelly which is safely packed 
in sealed containers inside the large film roll. If accidentally 
you should get some of this jelly on your skin, wipe it off immedi- 
ately. To avoid an alkali burn, wash the area with plenty of water 
as soon as possible. It is particularly important to keep the jelly 
away from eyes and mouth. Keep discarded materials out of reach 
of children and animals, and out of contact with clothing and 
furniture, as discarded materials still contain some jelly.
